his pocket and shot himself. He died at 4:30 
yesterday afternoon before medical help 
could reach him. The pursuit occurred at 
Halsted and Monroe streets and was wii- 
nessed by a large crowd. 

The shooting was unexpected, for Griffing, 
when he found himself at bay, turned toward 
a small lunch wagon that stands at the 
northwest corner, and, bracing himself in 
the angle it formed with the wall, seemed 
ready to. fight. Instead he was sheltering 
) himself from the possibility of any one pre- 
venting the act of suicide, « 

Griffing, who had been out of work for over 
a month, lived at 456 Rice street with his 
aged mother, who is lying at the point of 
death from a long attack of heart trouble. 
About noon he stepped into a wagon owned 
by Charles Scolora, an Italian peddler living 
at 104 Tilden avenue, and drove away. Sco- 
lara discovered his loss ‘within a few mb- 
ments and reported it to the police and to 
the numerous societies of his fellows on the 
West Side. They began a search. : 

Italians by the score began to watch each 
passing team, and about 4 in the afternoon 
Tony Campagna and Tony Bustart of 407 
West Adams street, discovered the horse as 
it was being led toward the livery stable of 
B. H. Davids, 174 Adams street. Griffing 
asked Davids to buy the animal for $125. A 
bargain was struck for $75. The Italians 
watched the whole performance, and when 
the horse was taken to the street they came 
running to take it. Griffing sprang from the 
wagon and without a word started to run. 


Griffing and after him went the crowd. 
Brady was unable to keep pace with the man, 
and so fired. The bullet went high, andits 
only effect was to attract the attention of 
Policeman John Henning, who was coming 
down Monroe street from the west. Down 
this street Griffing turned, and when he saw 
Henning approaching he realized that all 
chance of escape had gone. Then it was 
that he jumped into the corner and killed 
himself.

TRACTION BILLS RUSHED 
7 THROUGH AT HARRISBURG. 


Mystery Shrouds Meaning of Measures 
Passed by Pennsylvania Senate—Be- 


lieved Aimed at Philadelphians, 55 


— 


Herrisbure, Pa., May 31.—The Senate this 
morning passed finally the bill amending 
‘the passenger railway act of 1889, to permit 
the construction of a passenger railway in 
any street not occupied at present, and the 
bill providing for the erection of elevated 
and underground railways. 

These are the bills that were introduced in 
the Senate on Wednesday, after it became 
known that P. A. B. Wi ener and William 
L. Elkins, the Philadelphia street railway 
magnates, had sailed for Europe. Repre- 
sentatives of the Philadelphia traction in- 
terests pleaded in vain either for the defeat 
of the bills or their postponement. 

Ten minutes after the bills’ introduction 
they were reported favorably, and they 
passed first, second, and third readings with- 
out the loss of a moment's time. Itis stated 
that they will de railroaded through the 
House, and be in the hands of Governor Stone 
before the end of next week.
